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Russis and France Form an Al- 
liance With Germany. 


THE WAR SPIRIT RISING. 
Great Britain Still Determined to 


Stand by Her Claims in 
South Africa. 


LONDON, Jaz. 9.—A special dispatch 
from Berlin this afternoon says that Rus- 
@ia’s “co-operation with Germany in the 
Transvaal matter has been assured and . 
France will act with Russia. 

This tends to confirm the report of an 
anti-British alliance and that the action of 
Emperor William towards the Boer Re- 
public was a thoroughly weighed step. 

Portugal will remain neutral and will not 
permit the Germans or the British to land 
troops at Delagoa Bay or to traverse the 
Portuguese territory in South Africa. 


LONDON, Jan. 9.—Emperor William has 
not yet made known his decision upon the 
fate of Europe. It must now be assumed 
that he has notified the British Government 
of his, intention to recognize the inde- 
pendence of the Transvaal Republic. We 
don’t know what Great Britain’s reply 
through diplomatic channels has*been. We 
know that she is preparing for war with 
all the resources and energy at: her com- 
mand. 

The issue is perfectly clear. If Germany 
lands troops at Delagoa Bay or sends a 
Minister resident to Pretoria, England will 
declare war against her. There cal be no 
doubt upon that point.” Emperor William 
IL. must abandon his purpose or draw his 
sword. We shall know very soon which it 
is to be. 


The gravity of the situation is greatly 
increased by the fact which to-day came 
to light, that the Emperor’s intention to 
deny the British protectorate over the 
Transyaal antedates Dr. Jamison's dis- 
astrous raid. The result of that invasion 
served to postpone instead of to cause the 
execution of the Kaiser's purpose. 

This knowledge changes the whole aspect 
of the crisis. It suggests that the m- 
Peror's. action may be a deliberate provo- 
cation of war./ It creates the belief in 
some quarters that Germany is not alone in 
seeking the humiliation of Great Britain. 
The idea has gained possession of the 
English popular mind that the Kaiser is 
counting upon the support of France in 
attacking this country. This impression 
is not shared by men whose opinion is 
valuable. The more reasonable belief is that 
Russia is Germany’s real supporter, and 
that the Czar’s government has long been 
preparing by its alliance with France, to 
secure the latter’s neutrality in a struggle 
between her two enemies. The Kaiser’s 
letter to the Czar, dispatched by special 
messenger on last Sunday, is expected to 
have an important effect in deciding the 
issue of peace or war. 

To-day’s actual news of the crisis is not 
important. The German Ambassador in 
London had another interview with Lord 
Salisbury, and the German press repeats 
its declaration of the Emperor’s intention 
to declare the Transvaal free from British 
suzerainty. Great Britain is straining every 
nerve to equip for sea a flying squadron 
composed of the finest ships in the navy. 

It is already announced that the fleet will 
sail on next Tuesday, and will be reviewed 
by the Queen as it passes the Isle of Wight. 

No order. for. mobilization has been is- 
sued from the War Office, but instructions 
have been sent to commanders to make 
instant returns of the number of officers 
and men available.

The English press is unanimous in declar- 
ing that the Government must maintain 
its suzerainty if it be the cost of war 
with the three great owers—Germany, 
France and Russia. 

Salisbury’s turn has come. The war prep- 
arations were started immediately after the 
German bassador’s call upon Salisbury. 
At once couriers were speeding to the war 
and navy offices, the flying squadron came 
forth and there was all the magnificence 
of a Disraeli. This will undoubtedly con- 
tinue in true Disraeli style, with a possible 
attempt at one of the great Minister’s fam- 
ous coups,

The Excise Bill Prepared by Roosevelt 
and Others.

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—President Murray 
and Commissioner Woodman of the Excise 
Board and President Roosevelt and Com- 
missioner Parker of the Police Board, have 
prepared an excise bill which will be intro- 
duced into the assembly at Albany next 
week.

NEW YORK, Jan. 9,—Unitéea States Dis- 
trict Attorney McFarlane has filéd a bill of 
complaint in the United states Circuit 
Court against the thirty-two railroad com- 
panies forming the Joint Traffic Association. 
He also.gave notice that on Jan. 17 he 
would move for an injunction restraining 
the association from operating under its 
‘agreement. 

In the bill of complaint it is charged that 
the agreement between the companies is in- 
tended to combine or pool all competition in 
traffic within its scope, and that the agree- 
ment covers all through traffic of the great 
trunk lines, which comprises a very large 
part of the interstate railroad traffic of 
the United States, N 


This agreement, it is further alleged, is 
unlawful in that it establishes not only a 
traffic pool, but likewise a pool of earnings, 
in violation of section 5 of the terstate 
Commerce act, and that it is a contract or 
combination in restraint of interstate trade 
and commerce and unlawful under the anti- 
trust act of July 2, 1890, known as the 
Sherman anti-trust act. 

Tue bill of complaint asks as relief to 
have the contract between the railroads de- 
clared null aad void and the parties to it 
perpetually enjoined from acting under the 
agreement. The complaint also asks for. a 
temporary injunction.

HOW TO BURY THE WIRES, 


If President McMath is correctly quoted 
in the remark that the first thing to do 
is to grant permission to the wire com- 
panies to place their wires under ground 
and arrange the details later, he has put 
the cart before the horse and is wholly 
wrong. 

The first thing to/do ts to determine 
the conditions ‘upon which the wires 
shall be placed under ground and ther. 
have them put there. If the condition 
are not settled before the wires are buried 
they will be settled by the oompꝶ ales to 
suit their own interests. 

The conditions necessary to protect the 
interests of the city are few and simple. 
The ordinance should wide: 

That there shall be monopoly of the 
conduit space. 

That the city shall own or control the 
onduit. Control with an option of pur- 
ase within a reasonable period is a fair 
condition. 

That the charges for service shall be 
reasonable. 

That the city shall have fair compen- 
sation for the use of the streets and shall 
2e at no expense to repair them on ac- 
sont of the conduit work. 


« It should not be a difficult matter to 


embody these conditions in a feasible 
plan. There is no obstacle to the correct 
solution, of the -conduit problem except 
the influence of the wire companies.

Financial Basis of the Recent St. 
Louis-Pittsburg Deal. 


BOSTON’S OFFER FOR HART. 


Pittsburg Asked to Part With Him for 
$3,500 and Von der Ahe Can Get 
the Same Amount. 


One of Chris Von der Ahe’s advisers as- 
serts that the Ely-Cross-Hart deal with 
Pittsburg was made on the basis of the 
great St. Louis shortstop having a cash 
valuation of $6,000. Mack, it is claimed, 
showed Chris an offer of $3,500 from Bos- 
ton for Pitcher Willie Hart’s release. Cross’ 
market price was added to this sum and 
then Pittsburg clinched the deal by supply- 
ing in cash the difference between the.com- 
bined value of Hart and Cross and the 
price set on Ely. Boston’s offer/of $3,500 
for Hart is said to be bona fide and accord- 
ing to Von der Ahe's friend the St. Louis 
magnate can get that price for the pitcher 
should he care to dispose of his release. 
This fact is interesting in View of Hart's 
reported objection to playing in St. Louis. 
He winters at Cincinnatl, and when the 
news of his transfer to St. Louls was an- 
nounced he came out in an interview in 
— he insisted that he would not play 
nere. 

Before he left St. Louis last fall George 
Miller informed Von der Ahe’s secretary 
(Muckenfuss)that the best move Chris could 
make would be to dispose of Ely at once. 
Miller argued that Ely’s health was so poor 
that he could not possibly last more than 
one more season on the diamond, and he 
advised Muckenfuss to warn Chris to get 
rid of Fred while he was in the height of 
his glory and had a large market value. 
At the time Miller made this talk, Mucken- 
fuss claims that George was under the im- 
pression that his berth with St. Louis for 
next season was secure.
